SUMMARY 
 
Senate Bill 159 appropriates $90.0 from the general fund to the Local Government Division of the 
Department of Finance and Administration for the purpose of matching federal funds to provide for 
public transportation in Grant, Luna and Hidalgo counties.

This $90,000 is to be the local match for Federal Transit Ad-
ministration funds for fiscal year 01/02.  The transit service began with fiscal year 00/01, has con-
